1 . The drawings are objected to because fig. 7, "GPS RF Recevier" is misspelled. 
Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version 
of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an 
amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be 
canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and 
where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes 
made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. 
Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the 
remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application 
must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121 (d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action.

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

As to claim 1 , lines 7-8, "from at least one positioning signal from the plurality of 
positioning signals" is unclear. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e)the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Hanshew et al (Pat. No. 6,795,770) or Koshiji et al (US 2004/0193371) or Krasner (Pat. 
No. 6,816,111). 

Hanshew et al teach a computer readable medium, a method of determining 
location at a satellite positioning receiver, and a satellite positioning receiver device 
including a GPS RF receiver 1038 that receives a plurality of positioning signals, a 
multifunction portion of the satellite positioning receiver device (abstract) that selectable 
executes one of a first function and a second function, where the multifunction portion is 
in communication with the GPS RF receiver, and a controller 1036 that selects which 
one of the first function and the second function is executed by the multifunction portion. 

Koshiji et al teach a computer readable medium, a method of determining 
location at a satellite positioning receiver, and a satellite positioning receiver device 
including a GPS RF receiver 32 that receives a plurality of positioning signals, a 
multifunction portion of the satellite positioning receiver device (abstract; fig. 3A) that 
selectable executes one of a first function and a second function, where the 
multifunction portion is in communication with the GPS RF receiver, and a controller 100 
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that selects which one of the first function and the second function is executed by the 
multifunction portion. 

Krasner teaches a computer readable medium, a method of determining location 
at a satellite positioning receiver, and a satellite positioning receiver device including a 
GPS RF receiver 29 that receives a plurality of positioning signals, a multifunction 
portion of the satellite positioning receiver device (abstract, lines 10-16) that selectable 
executes one of a first function and a second function, where the multifunction portion is 
in communication with the GPS RF receiver, and a controller 25 that selects which one 
of the first function and the second function is executed by the multifunction portion. 

5. Claims 1-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kuo et 
al (Pat. No. 5,148,002). 

Kuo et al teach a computer readable medium, a method of determining location 
at a satellite positioning receiver, and a satellite positioning receiver device including a 
GPS RF receiver (col 10, lines 63-65) that receives a plurality of positioning signals, a 
multifunction portion of the satellite positioning receiver device (abstract) that selectable 
executes one of a first function and a second function, and a controller 130, 322 that 
selects which one of the first function and the second function is executed by the 
multifunction portion.
